Report from Fiume — Inspection of immigrants. 

Acting Consular Agent La Guardia reports, September 2, 1904, as 
follows: 

Steamship Pannonia, sailed September 1; destination, New York, 
steerage passengers inspected, 1,524, rejected, 3; pieces of baggage 
inspected and passed, 2,675; pieces of baggage disinfected, 300 (used 
feathers and bedding and all baggage belonging to Russians coming 
from dubious territory).
